Not mom than seven women out of
possibly fi.OOO were ever found In rst
rooms In big New York stores, one

ln estimator declared, and then they were
allowed perhaps ten minutes, from which
they had to take the time requited to
get to the rooms from any part of the
big buildings.

"The law compels ou to furnish seats
for women, but It doen't compel you
to allow them to .It on them." one shop
girl told thn merchants' at the hearing.
"In New York city the girl who tries to

sit down In a department store Is called
a shirker."

Heads and representatives of mer-

cantile establishments urged the report-
ing of the. bill, and characterized as
"crocodile tears" the stories of hard-
ships told by the wijnen.

William Allan Dyer nf Syracuse,
president of the New York Stale Hciall
.Vrchants Association, attacked the in-- (

rcaslng legal restrictions on business
ns one of the reasons for the present
hard times.

The present law eets a fifty-fou- r hour
week and provides that a female over
IS yenrs of age may be employed more
than nine hours In any day for the
purpose of making "a shorter workday
on sum1 othw day" Astomblyman
l.anilon's bill amends this to read "one
or more shorter workdays." The amend-
ment. It Is eMiUmed. would permit the
employers to divide the extra tlmo of
Saturday among the several working
d iys of the week.
